Burned to Death in a Box Factory 


Fire at Newark, N. J. 


Two hundred gtrls were caugnt 


like rats in a trap Saturday morning, 
November ae. when flre broke out :n 
the second floor of a large box fac- 
tory in Newark, N. J., and within 
half an hour, at least twenty-five of 
them perished in the flamea or were 
killed by jumping from the windows. 


Forty of the 
imprisoned girls 


jumped from the windows, and the 
great majority of them were serious- 
ly injured, a number being certain to 
die. 


The scene of the flre ^as one of the 


most horrible evep enacted in this 
country. 
Th.p fire brpke out in the 


lower Seors, and apread with incon-

engaging a large share of newspaper 
•attention all over the country. The 
•necessity of more farm labor is ap- 


I parent, and that the existence of all 


the rest of the world depends upon 
the tilling of the soil is not disputed. 


The glamor of city life, the thrill 


(Of mingling with the multitude, the 
numerous diversions there provided 
?or idle hours, form the great attrac- 
tion that brings thousands from the 


• farming district to the cities. Man 
is a gregarious animal, it has been 
,oretty well established, and likes to 
•^ock with his fellows. 
This he can 


-40 best by making the cities his abid- 
ing place. 
- Formerly, the hard life of the far- 
jner, and the meagreness of his re- 
turns were advanced as reasons for 
the exodus of young people raised on 
ihe farms as soon as they were old 
^aough to care for themselves. 
But 


it is vastly different now. The con- 
ditions of farm labor are much less 
^onerous and exhausting. The finan- 
cial returns are much larger; the 
farming occupations are more diver- 
sified, and social conditions in the 
country are infinitely superior to 
-Ahose of half a century ago. 


t Therefore, it would not be surpris- 
ang to note a natural trend of many 
'•people "back to the farm" in a short 
time. There is so much more assur- 
ance of a comfortable living on the 
farm to many persons than in the 
crowded cities, that inclination, as 
well as common sense, may operate 
to remove the prevailing trouble.—

Knob" is still to be seen the grave, 
where the followers of the great In- 
dian Chief Will, buried him among 
the rocks at his death. It is from 
this same chief that the mountains 
derive their name and they will ever 
stand a mute monument to the mem- 
ory of this once famous savage. It is 
related that this nbble sachem was 
buried ia a sitting posture, so that in 
his eternal sleep, his cold eyes might 
ever gaze out over the lower valleys, 
his once hunting grounds, but alas 
for the frailty of human.design, for 
it is almost a century since ruthless 
vandals visited this spot and bore 
away the remains of the former ruler 
of the mountains. 


Along the path near the summit of 


the peak a glorious view spreads it- 
self before the traveler. The towns 
of Schellsburg and New Buena Vista 
appear in the distance and many a 
mile of hill and dale lie at his feet. 
It is said that on a clear day the 
gazer may look into three states from 
this point. 


The descent of the mountains was 


made by the path which leads by 
"Pigeon Spring," where the pure wa- 
ter bubbles forth from the mountain 
side. 
What a delightful place-for a 


picnic on a summer afternoon is this 
same springside, where the breezes 
are ever rustling the leaves x>f the 
forest giants that stand here far 
above the world beneath.

An we read the first part of oar les- 


sen and consider the boastful self con- 
fidence of Peter and his assertion 
"Though all men shall b* offended be- 
cause of Thee, yet will I never be of- 
fended," then to the Saviour's "This 
sight, before the cock crow, thou shalt 
deny Me thrice," his further more 
emphatic assertion, "Though I should 
die with Thee, yet will I not deny 
Thee," how do we pity him and all the 
disciples, for they all asserted the 
same. klt was as if Peter said: "Lord. 
Thou dost not know me, Thou canst j 
surely count on me to be true at any 
cost" Do we see ourselves 7 Have we 
ever snng "Surely the Captain May De- 
pend on Me?" If so, were we not as 
foolishly boastful as Peter? How the 
Lord must have pitied him! How He 
pities us! None can be saved until they 
know that they are lost, for He came 
to save the lost. The condition of ev- 
-ery sinner before God is guilty, with- 
out strength, ungodly, enemies, enmity 
against God, dead in sins, children of 
•'disobedience and wrath, having no 
hope and without God in the world 
(Bom. ill, 19; v, 6. 10; Tiii, 7; Eph. ii. 
1-3, 5, 12). Such helpless, hell deserv- 
ing sinners Jesas saves fully and for- 
ever by His finished work without any 
help from us whatever. When saved 
we are just as helpless to live a Chris- 
tian life and to serve Him as we were 
to save ourselves. So the great lesson 
for the saved sinner to learn l» the sig- 
nificance of "Not I, but Christ;" "Not I. 
but the grace of God;" "Without Me ye 
can .do nothing" (Gal. II, 20; I Cor. XT. 
10; 'John xv. 5). Unless it U God who 
worketh In us both to will and to do of 
Hla' good pleasure the work cannot 
stand, but will prove to be only wood, 
hay and stubble. We must be ever 
watchful, prayerful, submitting to God 
ariu resisting the devil. If we would 
walk worthy of Him who hath called 
us to His kingdom and glory. We have 
seen Peter daring to rebuke the Lord 
as He spake of suffering, though the 
Scriptures may be said to be full of 
predictions concerning the sufferings 
of the Messiah. We have heard him 
say: "We have left all for Thee. What 
shall we have, therefore?" We have 
also heard him say, "Thou shalt never 
wash my feet." 
We have heard his 


self confidf-nt boasting that he was 
ready to die with Christ. Yet we have 
seen him taking off a man's ear, for a 
little while forsaking Christ, then fol- 
lowing afar off. then in company with 
the enemies of Christ and warming 
himself at rhpir fire What can we ex- 
pect next from sm h a man ? 


The damsel who kept the door as 


she saw him sit by the fire warming 
himself looked earnestly upon him and 
said. "And thou also wast with Jesus 
of Knzareth." Compare the four ac- 
counts. But he denied, saying, "Wo- 
man, 
1 know Him not; neither under- 


stand I what thou sayest." Alas, alas, 
how can we account for it? Did the 
devil, who led Judas Iscarlot to betray 
Christ, take possession of Peter also? 
Even so, for on a previous occasion 
Jesus had to say to Peter, "Get thee be- 
hind me, Satan" (Matt xvi. 23). On the 
Passover night the Lord said, "Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to 
have you (R. V., asked to have you), 
that he may sift you as wheat, but I 
have prayed for thee that thy faith 
fail not" (Luke xxii, 31, 32).

Tolstoi had maintained for years 


that the simplicity, frankness and es- 
sential kindliness of the peasants 
make them the nearest class on earth 
to the ideal Christian. He had been 
trymg, against the wishes of his fam- 
ily, to live the life of the peasant. 
Since his estate passed into the hands 
of his wife and son, high rents and 
cheap labor have been introduced, as 
well as other commercial methods of 
raising revenue. 
The increase of 


poverty in his peasant villages conse- 
quent upon the use of these methods 
had severely tried the aged philoso- 
pher. Recently he was offered a large 
sum of monej for an unpublished 
novel, but he refused to copyright it. 
His wife opposed this course as un- 
wise, and the spirit of the old idealist 
was still further tried. 


A few days after his flight Tolstoi 


was heard of at a small place known 
as Astropova, about seventy miles 
from Moscow. He had spent some 
days in a convent, under the care of 
his sister Maria, who is a nun. His 
disappearance prostrated his wife and 
family. The exposure of travel with- 
out any comforts, even without suffi- 
cient funds, told severely on the aged 
man, now in his eighty-third year, 
and when his favorite daughter, Alex- 
andra, reached him at the little ham- 
let where he was lodged with the rail- 
road station master, she found him 
into the porch, and the cock 
Then another maid saw him aud be- 
gan to say to them that stood by.
